ment and how to obtain it has occupied 
the attention of, and has been ably dis- 
cussed, by the board of trade, and during 
Ihe discussion various means have been 
suggested to remedy the evils froru which 
we suffer. 
Under our present charter, 


however, with the responsibility divided as 
it is, with the limited power conferred 
upou tho chief executive, the relief sought 
is not lo be obtained from devising new 
measures, but can only be secured by the 
election of men who are willing to place 
the public interests above their own aod 
not use their om'cial positions for sellisb or 
personal ends. If, then, the ticket nomi- 
nated by your convention should be en- 
dorsed by the citizens at the polls, it 
should be the earnest endeavor of every 
candidate elected to place principle above 
pelf and prove to the people that their con- 
fidence in ulin and hia party has not been 
misplaced. 


There is another question to be decided 


in ibis contest which is of greater import 
tlian that of taxation or extravagance in 
expenditures. It is the question of re- 
ligious freedom. Today we witness the sad 
spectacle of a. great party, the proud boast 
of its founders being that it represented 
universal freedom, completely in the con- 
trol of those who have driveu from 
the 


councils of the parly Hie liberal men who 
have refused to subscribe to their policy of 
proscription, 


This condition of affairs is a. 
serious 


menace to the happiness and welfare of all 
citizens of our city. 
The framcrs of our 


constitution wisely provided against invi- 
dious distinctions in matters of religion, 
and guaranteed to all the greatest freedom 
to worship according to conscience. 


An. emineut legal author concisely states 


the great basic principles contained la our 
national and state constitutions in the fol- 
lowing language.' 
l'They establish a sys- 


tem, not of toleration merely, but of relig- 
ious equality. All religions are equally 
tespecied by the law; one Is not to be fav- 
ored at the expense of others, or to be dis- 
criminated against, nor Is any distinction 
to be made between them, either in the 
laws, in positions under the law, or in the 
administration of the government." 


In this crisis It is the duty, not only of 


every democrat, but of all citizens regard- 
less of party affiliations to stand firmly to- 
gether and crush the fanatics who attempt 
to interject religious strife In this peace- 
ful community. 


During the coming year the law will per- 


mit the reJistricting of the city if it should 
be deemed advisable. Fear has been ex- 
pressed that whichever party gains control 
will taka advantage of the opportunity 
and use It for partisan advantage, regard- 
less of the welfare of the citizens.

convention by a resolution passed has em- 
phatically declared anainst any redistrici- 
ing which may be made for partisan, pur- 
poses. 


I believe in tho principle therein con- 


tained, and if elected. I would endeavor so 
far as I could to prevent, any unfair advan- 
tage being taken by either party. 


I believe that the present ward lines are 


satisfactory to the people generally and 
should he allowed to remain as they now 
,-ire,.. Thus believing, 1 should consider it 
my "duty to oppose any atlemut to change 
the same.

Tbe Second Massacre. 


For abouc 18 months, the Armenian 


reiugoes say the province of Sassoun had 
boon surrouLttled by Turkish troops, and 
nobody h«a boen allowed to en,tar or to 
IciaTc. About four months ago the Turk- 
ish authuricii-'S learned that the Inhabit- 
ants a£ VartcraLs, u Tillage oataida the 
frontier of Sassoun, were Bending L'or tho 
noGcjdditrios ol' llfo co the village of Dal- 
Toriy. tiuch commiinicittion between t-ha 
two villages being prohibited, the Turks 
ina=isaorod nearly all tho Inliubitttnts of 
Varcemis. ThU WEIB tho socond massacre 
to ocuiir. Tho Urac took plaoo obouc a 
year ago. 


Unu uf tho refugees, named Khadjik, 


attiibs that his undo and aunt were among 
tho klllad, taa latter being viola cad previ- 
ous to being1 puc to death 
He adds thaC 


an Aruieiiian priest, named Keyonfc, was 
killed for refusing to celebrate Turkish 
rites in his church at Vartemis. The vil- 
lage contained 3>5 Armenian houses be- 
fore the Turks atcuclred It, but when tha 
fugitives left only iiD houses remained 
standing.The Slaugliter stt UaVvoi-ig. 


Dalvoriff, U appears, is tho largest yil- 


la^a in the proTinco of Saasoun, iind its 
inhabitants, when they learned of chu hor- 
rors perpetrated by the Turks at Var- 
temis, attacked tho Turks on tlie frontier. 
The Turkish commander eventually sent 
12 soldiorK into Dnlvori^ in order to learn 
what had occurred. 
Tho Armenians, 


filled with indignacion at the atrocities 
committed by tlio Turks tit Varcemis, at- 
tacked this detacliment oi: Turkish soldiers 
and put ciieni all to death. 


When the' Turkish commander heard. oC 


the death of his soldiers ho determinod 
upon avenging it in the most bloody man- 
ner possible. A strong force of Turkish 
troops was sent to tho village with artil- 
lery and the massacre began. Tho giina 
kept up a continuous flru upon Dalvorig 
until practically noti ono stone wae loft 
standing1 upon another. 


Woree Tlmn Brutea. 


Selo, the bey of Initzoun, a Kurd, with a 


detachment of Kurdish cavalry, went wioh 
the Turkish soldiers to the village of 
Semal and forcibly took the Armenian 
priest from his church after disgustingly 
defiling the sacred vessels und the prLebt'a 
hands. They then bound him on a donkey, 
after which the aoldiors killed the priesd 
and the bouse he was bound t'o. Tha sol- 
diers then entered an Armenian house and 
violated a woman Eindhcr youriff dnughtor. 
From tills village Selo forcibly took eight 
Armenian girls and sent them to his 
harem at Inlt/.oun. 


Further atrocities were committed by 


the Turks at the village of Keliohuesea. 
Before- divwn this place were surrounded 
by soldiers, and whilu the inhabitants were 
still asleep it was aefc on lira. Tho soldiers 
entered the residence of n man named 
Arakel a-nd torturc-d him and his wifo both 
internally with red hoD iron, 


At KuLiehuezuu the coldicrs killed the 


Armenian priest, -who, with 20 other in- 
matea of thu house, was burned to death, 
the Boldiers pre-vantlng anybody from es- 
caping (rorn the burning dwellings. 


The chief of tho village of Chum;p; was 


captured by the soldiers and bound to his 
two daughters. 
All 
three were then 


ticaldcd to death with boiling water.

A detachment of 23 regulars of the 


Turkish cavalry, afcor comrnitGirig inex- 
pressible horroi'ri u& the village of Sebg- 
hank, \?'ont to the village school and 
ravaged tho girls they found there.

Ibo Bey, a natoriuus KuL-d brigand o£ 


the village of Djibran and a colonel of the 
regular army, wont with u detachment cf 
Turkish troops to tho Armenian villages 
of Bullion, Hiitezpenb und Komk, and at 
each place they committed every crime 
which It was possible to commit. 


After driving out the men, they col- 


lected the female children of Bahlou to- 
geLlnjr, about 200 in all, and after ravish- 
ing them, they killed thorn all with guns 
and svroixls. After this 
massacre, tho 


Turkish soldiers reguled themselves with 
wine and whatever else they could find in 
Lht) village. 


Tho Kurdish regular troops from IClzaa 


Htid Bull run entered Lhe Armenian villages 
of Aliandzigr and Ajjutisg, killed the in- 
liabitaniri and v/rocketl their houses. 


The number of villages devastated in 


this manner ia said to be over fr2. Tho 
Amu!iii:Lns fled in everypussible direction, 
lui. many of thom wuro captured by the 
Turkish ii'uups before they could got awny 
and were taiccn Lo prison.
